Dr. Kirkpatrick, smiling and re- 
laxed, told reporters today: "During 
four years 1 have not commented in 


the President. I don’t think it’s appro- 
priate.” '' . 

While there were suggestions in, re- 
cent weeks that Mr. Reagan would of- 
fer Dr. Kirkpatrick a new job, there . 
was no specific indication that he had : 
done so. Dr. Kirkpatrick has said in the 
past that she would„take a job only with 
Cabinet rank and with membership on 
the National Security Council. 

Today she held a 35-minute meeting 
with Mr. Reagan in the' Oval Office, 
and later said that "the time has 
come” to return to private life. 

■ She added: "In private life — per- 
haps even more than in public life — 1 
can speak out clearly on behalf of such 
shared foreign policy objectives as re- 
storing and preserving American 
stren gth, supporting democracy and 
independence in the Hemisphere, de- 
fending our friends, our principles and 
our interests in the Middle East and 
elsewhere." 

Speaking to reporters in a packed 
White House press room, Dr. Kirkpat- 
! rick said, *T now feel that 1 can best 
! serve the President and our shared ob- 
jectives for the United States an:} the 
world by returning to teaching and 
writing."
